DANGEROUS Somali drugs gangs are dealing 
crack cocaine and heroin in Southend, a court 
has heard. 

Detectives testifying in the trial of a juvenile 
drugs runner said the gangs took over their cus¬ 
tomers’ flats and paid them with drugs. 

A youth at the centre of the trial, who cannot 
be named, claimed he was held hostage by one 
of the gangs for two months. 

He said the gang befriended him, bought him 
food, clothes and cigarettes, then told him he 
had to work for them to pay off his ‘debt’. 

He testified that the gang made him sleep on 
the floor of a flat in Hainault Avenue and 
forced him to carry out drug deals in 
Brightwell Avenue. 

His story was uncovered after he dealt crack 
and heroin to undercover police on five occa¬ 
sions. 


The undercover officers were part of 
Operation RASP, which saw police pose as 
addicts in order to gain intelligence on the sea¬ 
side town’s drugs trade. 

The operation ran between October 2011 and 
January 2012. 

Detective Constables David Hobday and Jim 
English were involved in the operation, but did 
not go undercover. 

Both testified in the trial at Basildon Crown 
Court last week. 

Their testimony revealed that many Somali 
gangs had moved out of London after a Met 
Police crackdown and begun operating in the 
home counties. 

DC Hobday said several gangs were operat¬ 
ing in Southend using codenames like ‘Will’ 
and ‘Justin’, but police could not determine 
whether they were all connected. 


Somali drugs gangs were known to have 
operated out of Southend’s Pennines flats and 
Quantock flats. 

DC English said the gangs, sometimes known 
to carry knives and guns, assumed control of 
their customers’ flats and used them as bases. 

He said: “A gang will sometimes get a little 
bit friendly with someone who is taking drugs 
and they will then take over that person’s flat 
and supply them with drugs.” 

DC Hobday said the gangs operated like busi¬ 
nesses, with bosses sometimes living as far 
away as Europe, but ‘receptionists’ taking calls 
and runners - like salespersons - delivering 
around the town. 

He added: “There’s so many layers to protect 
[the bosses]. That’s why we normally only get 
the runners.”

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Teen claims Somali drugs gang 
forced him into dealing in trial 


YA requests 
details to find 
out more on 
Operation RASP 

OPERATION RASP is shrouded in secrecy. 

After sitting in on dozens of court hearings 
about the operation since February, the Yellow 
Advertiser took legal action to shed new light 
on the investigation. 

The YA requested details of the operation 
under the Freedom of Information Act, which 
requires public bodies to release information 
in the public interest. 

But Essex Police refused to even confirm or 
deny that Operation RASP existed - even 
though it has been discussed in dozens of 
court hearings open to the general public. 

In a letter, Essex Police said: “To state to the 
world under FOI that Essex Police does not 
hold any information pertinent to this request 
would provide carte blanche to any drugs 
baron offender that there is a serious gap in 
Essex Police’s intelligence. 

“Conversely, to cite an exemption, therefore 
confirming information is held, would auto¬ 
matically alert those engaged in the organised 
drugs culture that the Police Service are aware 
of this existence and/or activity. 

“This awareness would enable those 
involved in organising drugs crime to counter 
that intelligence by taking evasive action to 
avoid arrest.” 

Police refused to confirm details which have 
already been discussed in open court, such as 
when the operation took place. It is known 
that Operation RASP was an early stage of the 
more publicised Operation OCRA. 

RASP was the undercover, intelligence 
gathering arm of the investigation while 
OCRA was the reactive arm, arresting those 
caught by RASP. 

Undercover officers working on Operation 
RASP, which ran between October 2011 and 
January 2012, would sign cash out of a local 
police station and be deployed into Southend 
or Westcliff, where they would pose as 
addicts, befriend other drug users and attempt 
to form relationships with their dealers. 

About 50 suspects were arrested under 
OCRA in February 2012, based on intelli¬ 
gence gathered during RASP. 

Officers close to the operation say almost 
all of those charged under the act have now 
been sentenced. 


A JUVENILE has claimed in court that a 
Somali drugs gang groomed him with free din¬ 
ners and clothes, then held him hostage and 
forced him to deal drugs. 

The youth, who cannot be named, said the 
men first approached him at the benches out¬ 
side McDonald’s in Southend High Street, 
where young people often congregated to talk 
and smoke cigarettes. 

He said the men began a conversation with 
him and then bought him a Big Mac. 

The teenager said he encountered the men on 
the same benches the following day. 

He testified that the men bought him dinner 
in Nandos, then took him to their flat in 
Hainault Avenue. 

Asked why he trusted them so readily, he 
said: “I thought they were trying to be friends. 
I had no friends.” 

A few days later, the youth said he was at the 
Southend post office when one of the gang 
members spotted him and invited him to a 
sports shop. 

There, he said the gang bought him a pair of 
trainers. 

After encountering the men again several 
days later, the boy said he invited them to his 
house, where his mum cooked them all dinner. 

He told jurors that after dinner he accompa¬ 
nied the men to their flat where events took a 
sinister turn. 

He testified that as he walked into a commu¬ 
nal room, he saw a black handgun and a ham¬ 
mer on a table. 

He told jurors: “I felt scared because I’d never 
seen a gun before. My heart was beating. I sat 
down. I was like, ‘What was that?’ They said, 
‘You don’t need to worry about it’.” 

He said a gang member told him: “What you 
need to worry about is how you’re going to pay 
all this back.” 

The boy said of the lead gang member: “He 
was not like he was before. He was different. 
He was being mean to me now. He said, ‘Now 
you have to work for us... If you take the p*** 
then we know where your family lives’. He said 
my mum was a single mum and anything could 
happen to her.” 

The teenager told the court that one of the 
gang members spat a ‘tiny ball’ into the gang 
leader’s hand. 

He said the gang leader told him: “This is 
drugs and we sell drugs and you have to sell 
them for us.” 


The boy told jurors: “I was scared. I was just 
nodding. I thought they would hurt me and they 
would hurt my mum - that they would use the 
things that I saw on the table.” 

He told the court he was sent on his first drug 
deal that night and carried out one or two deals 
every day until they let him go. 

He said he was followed on each deal by a 
Somali man with dreadlocks. 

He told the court he was forced to sleep on 
the floor, fed every day with takeaway chicken 
and chips and did not even have a change of 
clothes. 

He told Judge David Owen-Jones: “I was 
stinking, sir.” 

The boy said that after roughly two months, a 
member of the gang was arrested and they 
learned that a police operation was going on in 
the area. 

He said the gang became scared that he would 
speak to the police if he was arrested and 


turned him loose. He bought an airline ticket 
and fled the country for three months. 

He was arrested upon his return to the UK in 
March because he had dealt drugs to undercov¬ 
er officers on five occasions while working for 
the gang. 

In his police interview, he told DC Jim 
English: “It was awful. I can’t even sleep... I 
felt I was gonna go crazy because I couldn’t 
live in that life... 

“It was like they ain’t got no heart. I think a 
person with heart couldn’t do that. Still, every 
time I go to sleep, I think about them too much. 
It was the worst days of my life.” 

The boy pleaded not guilty to five counts of 
supplying Class A drugs and one count of being 
concerned in the supply of Class A drugs. 

He raised the defence of duress. 

But on the third day of his trial last week, 
after learning that he would serve minimal jail 
time if he pleaded guilty, he changed his pleas.

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Scheme introduced to help 
responsible dog ownership

A NEW SCHEME to promote responsible dog 
ownership has been launched in Southend. 

Dog Watch aims to educate owners to become 
more responsible, and to allow authorities to share 
information about incidents and problem pets. 

Southend Crime and Disorder Reduction 
Partnership (CDRP) will work together with Essex 
Police and Southend Council to target irresponsi¬ 
ble owners. 

The scheme involves educating dog owners and 
members of the public about responsible owner¬ 
ship including the use of leads, clearing up faeces, 
and neutering. 

It will also provide literature for people to easily 
recognise dangerous dogs. 

An ongoing free microchipping service will be 
rolled out across the borough and people will be 
asked to report any anti social behaviour regarding 
dogs. 

The initiative was launched at an event in Warrior 
Square Gardens, Southend, last Wednesday where 
residents had an opportunity to get their pets 
microchipped for free and to learn about responsi¬ 
ble ownership. 


Mick Holland, of Southend CDRP, said the vast 
majority of dog owners in the borough treat their 
pets responsibly and control them in public spaces. 

He said: “There are a minority who allow their 
dogs to intimidate others and damage the environ¬ 
ment. 

“We want a Southend where people look after 
their dogs and recognise that owning a dog means 
taking responsibility for their actions. 

“It is essential that we work closely together in 
partnership to both educate owners, and take 
enforcement action under the current law where 
necessary.” 

Inspector. Matt Bennett, of Essex Police, said the 
force was pleased to be part of the scheme. 

He said: “Sadly incidents involving dog attacks 
are on the increase so it is our responsibility to 
work together in order to minimise future attacks. 

“I believe that by working to train and educate 
dog owners, as well as keeping track of the more 
dangerous dogs in our society, we will be better 
placed to achieve this.”

tor’ in the supply of 
drugs to an undercover 
officer called 

‘Mandy’. 

The officer was part 
of Operation RASP, 
which saw police offi¬ 
cers pose as addicts in 
order to infiltrate the 
Southend drugs scene. 

Johnston and her 
flatmate Terry Coogan, 
23, formerly of 
Sherwood Way, put the 
officer in touch with 
what is thought to have 
been a Somali drugs 
gang, operating out of 
the Pennine flats on 
Southend’s Coleman 
Street. 

She and Coogan 
accompanied the offi¬ 
cer to the flats, where 
they pooled their 
money and Coogan 
collected the drugs. 

At Coogan’s own 
sentencing in April this 
year, prosecutor Peter 
Gair said Coogan was 


‘clearly acting for the drug dealers’. 

Coogan was sentenced by Judge 
David Owen-Jones to two years in 
prison. 

The same judge presided over 
Johnston’s sentencing last week. 

After reading a pre-sentence report 
and a lengthy psychiatric report, the 
judge commented that Johnston had 
encountered ‘very substantial per¬ 
sonal problems’ and suffered from 
‘very unfortunate psychological 


issues . 

He said: “I regard this as a totally 
exceptional case.” 

Johnston was handed a 12-month 
prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, with a condition that she be 
supervised by probation for the 
duration of the two years. 

On hearing the verdict, Johnston’s 
stepfather stood up and told the 
judge: “Thank you sir, for doing jus¬ 
tice in this court today.”

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Open verdict over retired barmaid’s death 


THE DEATH of a well known retired 
barmaid has been recorded as an open 
verdict at Southend Coroners Court.

“We still do not know what hap¬ 
pened, I feel slightly disappointed with 
the verdict.”

SOUTHEND Borough Council 
is starting its annual voter reg¬ 
istration drive. This registration 
will enable each adult to not 
only vote in local council elec¬ 
tions, but General Elections, 
European elections, Police 
Commissioner elections, refer- 


endums are also included when 
the right to vote is applied for. 
Missing out on your vote 
means that your voice will not 
be heard - and I would encour¬ 
age all, regardless of how they 
intend to use their vote, to reg¬ 
ister. 

Even abstention is only 
recorded by registering as 
turnout is recorded as a propor¬ 
tion of those registered; the 
unregistered do not count. You 
cannot even spoil your ballot 
paper without first having reg¬ 
istered.

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A stunning house rich in history 

LIZ WADE delves into the past of a family whose history spans back to the time of Henry VIII 


A STUNNING house in beautiful 
countryside offers a wonderful 
afternoon out for those inter¬ 
ested in delving into the past of one 
particular family’s history that spans 
right back to the time of Henry VIII . 

The Petre family’s connections to 
Ingatestone Hall, a magnificent 
building that is well worth a visit, are 
still paramount as the son of the its 
present Lord still lives there with his 
family. 

While it may be the family’s home, 
they do open their doors on partic¬ 
ular days throughout the year, from 
general open days to special 
events, all of which help secure the 
hall’s future for many years to 
come. 

Walking along its driveway, and 
underneath the archway of a clock 
tower, I was greeted by a wonderful 
scene of an old house, set out in a 
U-shape with climbing vines and 
flowers creeping up its walls. 

It was almost silent except for dis-

■ DIRECTIONS: Ingatestone Hall can be 
found in Hall Lane, Ingatestone, Essex, 
CM4 9NR.

tant voices coming from the 
Summer Parlour, the hall’s tea room 
and entrance, which had once 
been the house’s former ballroom. 

While visitors were enjoying teas 
and light meals I wandered through 
to the hall’s shop and to find 
access to the rooms inside. 

While the present Lord Petre’s 
son, Dominic, and his family have a 
private apartment in the south 
wing, there are a number of rooms 
that can be toured including the 
oak-panelled Stone Hall, the Dining 
Room with its walls lined with oak¬ 
panelling and tapestries, and a 
magnificent 29 metre long Gallery, 
which is lined with 40 portraits of 
successive generations of the Petre 
family. Inside this gallery you can 
also see displays of memorabilia 
that has been collected over the 
centuries. 

Outside there is more to see 
across the house’s 10 acres of land 
including features of the old 
orchards that would have almost 
entirely covered the grounds of the 
house back in Tudor times. While 
they may have disappeared you 
can still see the high boundary wall 
and the walled garden where past 
Petre families would have enjoyed 
summer picnics. There is a stew 
pond bordered by an avenue of 
ancient lime trees, and a cistern in 
the Old Orchard from which until 
very recently, spring water was col¬ 
lected to supply the house. 

The house itself was built by 
William Petre, a young lawyer from 
Devon, who was Thomas 
Cromwell’s assistant at a time when 
Henry VIII ordered Cromwell to 
implement the process that would 


lead to the Dissolution of the 
Monasteries. Petre’s job was to visit 
the monastic houses of southern 
England to draw up a record of 
their possessions and to persuade 
them to surrender to the King. 

During a visit to Barking Abbey he 
was attracted to its manor of Ynge- 
atte-Stone - known as Ginge ad 
Petram in Latin. He leased the 
property, which sounded like it had 
belonged to his family for centuries, 
and bought it for its full market 
price in 1539, when the lands of 
Barking Abbey were surrendered to 
the crown. Although this act could 
have been seen as plundering of 
Church property Petre was exoner¬ 
ated from such a charge as long as 
he provided an almshouse founda¬ 
tion for the poor. He founded the 
aim houses in Ingatestone High 
Street, and he went on to demolish 
the nearby old steward’s house and 
rebuilt the house that we see today. 

It is one of the very earliest 
domestic buildings to have had a 
piped water supply and flushing 
drains, fed from springs that contin¬ 
ued to supply the house until only 
about ten years ago. 

Following William Petre’s death his 
widow continued to live at 
Ingatestone Hall, while their son, 
John, bought Thorndon Hall in 
Brentwood, which would become 
the family seat for the next 300 
years. 

During this time the house was 
used as a holiday home, or a resi¬ 
dence for the dowager or married 
heir, right up until the ninth Lord 
Petre moved back into the hall in 
1764 while work was being carried 
out on the new Thorndon Hall.

When work on Thorndon was com¬ 
plete some six years later the Great 
Hall and Dining Chamber at 
Ingatestone Hall were demolished, 
leaving the U-shaped plan that wel¬ 
comes visitors today. While the for¬ 
mer Great Hall was lost at this time, 
Lady Rasch replaced it with the 
oak-panelled Stone Hall that you 
can see today. 

While much of Thorndon Hall was 
destroyed during a fire in 1876, the 
family did not move back to 
Ingatestone Hall until 1919, after 
the death of the 16th Lord Petre 
during the Great War. 

During the Second World War the 
house was used by the girls of 
Wanstead School, and in the 
1950s the north wing of the house 
was leased to Essex County 
Council for use by the Record 
Office. 


While the hall is very much of his¬ 
torical interest as you wander 
around, there is something very 
homely about it as, beside the relics 
from years gone by, are family pho¬ 
tos that show the true heart of 
Ingatestone Hall and those who live 
there. 

As well as its open days there are 
a number of special events that will 
be taking place at Ingatestone Hall 
this year including an International 
Marquetry Exhibition and a Jazz 
Concert on Saturday, July 7; a 
Horse and Dog Show on Sunday, 
July 8; a concert and picnic by the 
lake on Sunday, July 15; a motor 
rally on Sunday, July 22: a Garden 
Open Day in aid of The Red Cross 
on Sunday, August 5; a Dog Walk 
on Sunday, September 16, in air of 
St Francis Hospice; and a Flower 
Festival from September 25 to 27.

Q. A friend of mine was recently gazundered. 

Can anything be done about this? 

A For those who don’t know, gazundering is the 
opposite of gazumping. It’s the name given to the 
practice favoured by some less scrupulous 
buyers of deliberately waiting until just days or 
even hours before exchange of contracts, and then suddenly reducing their offer. 
While gazumping is normally associated with a raging sellers’ market, when 
homeowners are more likely to be tempted by higher offers from desperate buyers, 
gazundering, needless to say, tends to happen in a slower market. Fortunately, 
however, it still seems to be relatively rare - although that is hardly any consolation 
for your friend. 

Of course, gazundering isn’t actually illegal. After all, it is one of the enduring 
eccentricities of the English property transfer system that nothing is binding on either 
party until exchange. Nevertheless, morally speaking, it is a clear abuse of that 
system - a much worse one, in my view, than gazumping. After all, how many of us 
can honestly say that we wouldn’t at least be tempted by the thought of pocketing an 
extra few thousand pounds by selling to one complete stranger rather than another? 
Gazundering, on the other hand, implies a strong element of premeditation. In 
delaying to the very last minute before revising their offer downwards, gazunderers 
are cynically counting on the seller being too heavily committed to pull out. In my 
view, this is utterly reprehensible. 

What if anything can be done about it? Well, although nothing can insulate you from 
the danger altogether, you can at least minimise the risk by using a reputable estate 
agent, who will thoroughly vet prospective buyers to establish their true financial 
position and level of commitment. Longer term, anything that can appreciably speed 
up the snail-like pace of our system for buying and selling property must be a good 
thing. After all, the quicker a sale progresses, the fewer the opportunities for such 
abuses. 

Finally, I can’t resist drawing readers’ attention to the deafening silence on this matter 
emanating from the consumerist lobby. Perhaps they are simply too wedded to the 
notion that it is always the poor innocent buyer who needs protection. Or maybe - 
just maybe - it’s because they haven’t yet found a way of blaming estate agents!

G EM Motoring Assist 
member Matt Day 
recently wrote to the 
organisation to describe his 
first experience of an airbag 
doing its job admirably when 
he and his wife were involved 
in a crash that was not his 
fault. 

He said: “We all know that 
the airbag is a great safety 
feature in our cars and, used 
in conjunction with a seat belt, 
can often save serious injury. 
What most of us don’t know 
is what it’s like when one 
goes off. We were thankful for 
the extremely fast deployment 
of the airbags. 

“They seem to have deflated 
again before I realised they 
had inflated. What’s more the 
seatbelts did their job and we 
didn’t get thrown forward.” 

Matt explained that when 
the airbags inflated his car 
filled with smoke from the mini 
explosion, which was neces¬ 
sary to deploy them. “I could 
sense the car filling rapidly 
with smoke and my initial 
reaction was to get out. I 
screamed at my wife to get 
out too.” 

He said the crash made him 
think that there should be 
more information as to what 
exactly happens when an 
airbag comes into use. “In a 
situation where you might be 
best off not moving at all, 
especially if you are injured, 
your first reaction is to try and 



get out of the car,” he said. 

So how do airbags actually 
work? Extremely quickly is the 
short answer. When one goes 
off, there’s an explosion no 
louder than the sound of a 
paper bag being burst which 
propels the nylon bag 
towards your face. Since it’s 
not completely gas tight, it will 
automatically deflate again 
within a split second so as 
not to impair your vision or 
hamper your escape from the 
car. 

It doesn’t hurt - volunteers 
describe it like being hit with a 
pillow - and since an airbag 
distributes the force of impact 
so evenly, it’s unlikely to shat¬ 
ter your glasses. Even if 
you’re smoking a pipe, there’s 
little danger, it’s likely that the 


force of deceleration will have 
flung it from your mouth. 

Typically, an airbag will be 
fully inflated within 30 millisec¬ 
onds (0.03 secs) after the 
point of impact. To ensure 
that it doesn’t go off acciden¬ 
tally, or trigger in minor 
impacts, a threshold deceler¬ 
ation has to be reached 
before the sensors activate 
inflation. In Europe, this can 
be anything from 12-20mph. 

There are few recorded 
instances of airbags going off 
accidentally. They’re manufac¬ 
tured to military equipment 
standards, hermetically sealed 
and designed to last at least 
ten years. Providing that the 
triggering mechanism is work¬ 
ing properly, malfunctions are 
almost unheard of.
